the apimating causes of the Sultan’s action,
He desires to concentrate in his own hands,
as far as It is possible, the power of resistance
contaived in the mass represented by 176,
00, 000 of Mussulmans, and by means of the
radway to Mecca he purposes to retain the
permanent control of the holy places of Islam

on which his authority as Caliph is based.
Amid the uncertainties of the general po-
litical eondition of Europe he may think he
discerns an opportunity to enable Islam to
reassert fiself, and is preparing accordingly.

Her gross tonnage (s estimated
at 3,335, She has four steel maats, each 184
feet long, and her bowsprit is also of steel.
Bhe will spread about 12,000 yards of eanvas
and ls designed for the carrying trade.
